Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Here, at the end of May, we have probably crossed the 
spring line sufficiently to begin to feel the effects of it. Even at 
this time the planters and growers are not able to forecast the 
season in so far as crops are concerned. A reference to our Crop 
Correspondence column will show that out of the many commu- 
nications not one of them will undertake to predict what the 
outlook is; they have so often been deceived by the promises of 
the weather, that they cannot consent to, accept the probable as 
likely to occur. 

This feeling is affecting all the growers, and as a natural 
result,the packers, in consequence of the difficulty in making 
prices and calculations. This’ also reacts upon ‘the whole- 
sale buyer, and he is beginning at last to understand that 
weather conditions are opposing his bearish movements, and he 


‘will be driven to the conclusion that higher prices are going to 


prevail along the whole line and probably for the whole season. 

The packing of pineapples began at the end of last week, 
and strawberries have also been handled to a slight extent. 
New prices have been made on peas, for the pack on these has 
also begun, but the canning houses have at present no definite 
knowledge that will justify them in believing that they will 
obtain large amounts. In other lines, in fact, in nearly all lines 
of domestic produce, the season is so backward that here almost 
at the opening of summer there are complaints that no farming 
has been done; no plowing has been done; the early peas that 
were planted have been nipped by the frost, and those that were 
later planted are not yet up. The season has been so bad that 
many of the corn packers will do nothing this year, so we can 
count on all demands falling back upon the carryover. The 
effect of this should be that the present spot stock will not 
remain at low quotatious; the market is inclined higher, and 
corn is now quoted at bottom prices at 50c. to 55c., and we are 
not likely to have any more 42%c. to 47%4c. quotations this 
season. 

Through the great sugar-corn section there is a very marked 
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falling off in the acreage, and we doubt if the canneries can count 
upon 75% of anormal crop. This will make sure of the recov- 
ery of sugar corn from the slump into which it has gone; and it 
is probable also all this corn will entirely pass off the market 
and only a first-class article be offered. Complaint comes from 
Maine that at a very recent date frosts were still prevalent, and 
from the Northwest, the corn-packing section of the country, 
Chicago and beyond, growers are asking prices that indicate 
great scarcity. 

It might be expected from this that the majority of packers 
would turn to peas; but many new pea packers in the past few 
years have so badly burned their fingers with this article that 
they will fight shy of a heavy pea pack, and we believe they 
will prefer to give their attention to fruit, large and small. It 
is just here that the seasonable effects in California will affect 
the market of the middle continent. There will be a heavy call 
from the Pacific Coast for corn, and it is now pretty certain the 
local demands there for fruits will consume the greater part of 
the production. 

String beans are going to be a valuable product this year; 
quotations are very good as made at present, and the deficiency 
from the season will add to their value. Sweet potatoes also will 
be a crop in request, and with a short supply of small fruits, and 
good demand for these two staple vegetables, we anticipate that 
a great many packers will turn to them to supply deficiencies. 

Peaches are also advancing in price. There has been an 
increase in the value of the cheaper lines, at once butting against 
the inclinations of the market; this movement continues upwards. 
In point of fact, the Eastern crop of peaches is now as much in 
the shade as the California crop, and we may see peaches this 
summer go to high prices, because of the lack of the present crop 
and the absence of spot stock. 

Just at this time the question of the value of tomatoes is 
receiving great attention. The jobbers’ buyers have about come 


to the conclusion that they may have some worry in finding a 
sufficient supply for ther regular customers, despite the fact that 
extraordinary orders were given on future accounts in the early 
part of the year. Future orders will not produce tomatoes with- 
out a crop, and although they may make a very difficult season 
for the packer, it will not relieve the wholesaler from needing 
the goods. A first-class weather condition in June might remove 
much of the difficulty in regard to tomatoes, but it is impossible 
that June will vary the trend of the season and make everything 
right where everything has been wrong. ‘There has been a very 
slight advance in the price of tomatoes during the week, amount- 
ing to about 2% cents per dozen. But one notable fact must be 
attended to: the lowest quotations on tomatoes are disappearing, 
and seconds are nearing the price of standards much more than 
they were, an indication that the packers may have to keep the 
quality of his seconds tomatoes up to a higher degree than here- 
tofore. Another notable thing may be mentioned in this respect: 
there is complaint on the Peninsula and through this section that 
the tomato acreage does not yield as it used to; that the yield 
has been falling off for the past six years, and no one seems able 
to explain it. It is probable that tomatoes have been grown too 
steadily on the same soil, but such a condition as this will natur- 
ally increase the price of tomatoes in the cans. It really makes 
a vast difference in the value of tomatoes as they come from the 
planters, as to whether he gets 300 bushels per acre or 100 bushels. 
And the love apple has become so much of a necessity with our 
people that it cannot be abolished. 

The season altogether in the market is quiet in its nature, 
but a good business has beendone. ‘The packer may feel uneasy, 
but still there are more orders for him on the future list than he 
can attend to for some time, considering the weather conditions. 
The evolution of good summer weather will make all things 
busy; the natural increase of demand from our population, com- 
bined with the local lack of supplies on nearly all articles, will

New York. Chicago. Boston. Denver. Montreal, Can. 
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increase their value in the market, and we will expect to see a 
profitable price for all canned goods in the fall. As the situation 
is such there is not much promise of oversupply in any line. 


Chicago reports the major portion of interest being given to 
tomatoes, in fact, the market is reported without change in price, 
but that nearly all the Indiana packers of tomatoes have with- 
drawn their prices and that it is very difficult to buy at 87%c. for 
future pack. It is believed that the Chicago jobbing trade have 
had a very heavy future business in all lines of canned goods and 
that there should be a very active market. 

There are no changes to note in the prices of cans, tin plates, 
or pig tin, but lead is reported a little easier, being now quoted 
at $6.25 to $6.50, whereas it was $6.50 to $6.75. With the be- 
ginning of the active canning season it would not be a surprise 
to the ‘‘wise ones’’ if there were a slight advance in the prices 
of cans, though the backwardness of the season will work against 
this, as the demands will not be so heavy or rushed.

| New Y ork Miarket. 


NEw York, May 22.—Canned goods have done better 
during the week just passed and sales have brightened accord- 
ingly in all positions. Unquestionably the upward turn has 
begun in some lines, though it may possibly be several weeks 
yet before it isin full swing. The outlook is so much more 
encouraging, however, that the market has assumed a better 
appearance and there is more prospect of improvement in the 
near future. Buyers are making more inquiries and dealers are 
anticipating better business in all lines. With warm weather 
there is no question of a gain in leading varieties at least, and it 


wouldn’t take long to clear out some of the others. 

Tomatoes.—Increased inquiry for both spots and futures 
was a prominent feature of the market during the entire week. 
Demand was strongest for spot goods, of which offerings of 
desirable quality and good condition are more or less light, 
particularly in unlabeled stock. One reported sale of 1,500 cases 
was made at 87%c. f. o. b., but according to those in position to 
know, say it would be impossible to buy any considerable quan- 
tity at that figure. That is now the inside on labeled goods, 
and even on these holders are asking more. Offerings of stand- 
ard 3s in this market at goc. are,fairly liberal, but comparatively 
few meet buyers’ approval so far as quality is concerned. Some 
brokers say that both buyers and packers are so comfortably 
fixed with reference to futures that there is little use trying to 
sell any more for the present, at least. Others say, however, 
that there has been a distinct improvement in the market and 
that the prospect is good for some large blocks to be sold. 
Interior buyers show more interest in both spots and futures 


than the local trade. Among sales reported during the week 
was one of two car lots and a block of 10,000 cases to go to Texas 


at goc. f. o. b. Philadelphia. The unfavorable weather has had 
its influence upon the market, though perhaps it has not caused 
any material increase in demand as yet. Holders have been 
firmer under its influence and it has become increasingly difficult 
to obtain supplies at former quotations. 

Corn.—A good demand is reported for good spot corn. But 
little business results, as buyers are reluctant to meet the higher 
views of sellers. Southern Maine style is now held at 52%4c. to 
55c., and New York standard at 55c. to 60c. A feature of the 
market during the week was an inquiry for 15,000 to 20,000 
cases to go to the Pacific Coast at these figures. Advices from 
Maine seem to indicate that the output will be lighter this season 
than it was last, but it is impossible as yet to tell definitely how 
much the reduction will be.

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Peas.—Spot goods are almost unobtainable, while demand 
for them is active, owing to the prospect of delayed deliveries 
due to the backward season. Anything in standard quality 
which sells at $1.05 or less meets a ready demand. 

Asparagus.—Liberal buyers of California asparagus are still 
awaiting the announcement of opening prices by other packers. 
The one who opened during the week ran prices up from 75c. to 
$1.20 above last year’s figures. It looks as though this was 
minimum and that higher rather than lower figures will prevail 
later. 

Spinach.—A considerable business has been done in spring 
packed spinach owing to the expectation that the supply will be 
short. It is argued that if the output is reduced the price will 
be higher. Sales were made at $1.10 for No. 3s and $3.50 for 
gallons, but it is said that scarcely any more could be had at 
those figures. According to Baltimore advices, the price for raw 
material has advanced 20 per cent., and that it now costs $1.05 
to pack No. 3s. 

Fruits. —The market for California goods is now quiet, but 
without feature. Holders are a shade firmer in their views and 


generally refuse to sell at inside quotations. Gallon apples are 
firm with a little more demand for spot goods. First hand lots 


are scarce. Pineapple is steady and in demand, with stocks too 
small to allow much leeway. Foreign packed goods are becom- 
ing very scarce. Strawberries are unchanged, but all stock, both 
gallons and others, are firmly held. 

Salmon.—The market is unchanged, though red Alaska is 
a bit firmer in some quarters. Generally, however, the market 
is quoted steady. Columbia River chinooks are scarce and the 
pack is reported below the average in all localities on the river. 
Other grades are unchanged, but are held closely up to the 
quoted range. 

Sardines.—This season’s pack remains scarce. The run on 
Maine coast is light and shows no indication of improvement. 


Business is done in small lots only. 

Lobster.—Deliveries of new pack lobster are being made, 
but as yet are very small. The spot market is entirely bare and 
everything new obtainable is held at high prices.

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., May 20, 1907. 

Last week’s report cannot be improved upon so far as any 
encouraging reports are concerned. ‘The situation still looks 
very discouraging in practically every variety of fruit. Even 
the pear crop has commenced to look bad, reports coming in that 
the half-developed fruit is dropping from trees in many orchards. 
Peach prospects continue to dwindle and apricots are almost a 
minus quantity. Reports from Oregon and Washington are of 
a similar tenor. 

Some asparagus is being packed and it looks as the possibly 
100,000 cases would be packed, which would be about 334%4% of 
the average; 6114 to 71% cents has been paid for the vegetable, 
and one packer is said to have made the statement that his price 
would be fully $1.00 per dozen higher this season than last. 

I think that prices will be made in a few days on both peas 
and tomatoes, probably on the former first—and in the neighbor- 
hood of 85 cents per dozen. The prospects in this line are any- 
thing but encourgaging. No one can tell about tomatoes as yet.

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BRITISH ARMY MEAT. 
Australians Seek Contract for Canned Goods. 

Consul-General J. P. Bray, of Melbourne, reports that the Aus- 
tralian Government has been advised that an officer of the British 
Army Service Corps left London on February 1 for Australia and 
New Zealand in order to inspect and report on the conditions under 
which meat is prepared and canned there. Mr. Bray continues: 

A determ'ned effort is being made by the Australian authorities 
to induce the Brit’sh Government to give these States the first chance 
in the next contract for the supply of canned meats for the army, and 
this visit of an expert is the outcome of the negotiations. An inter- 
esting return just made available shows the purchases of foreign and 
British colon’al preserved meat for the British army for the past 
seven years to have been as follows:

The Open Door. 
Chinese Concessions to Foreigners in Kirin. 


The following report comes from Consul-General James W. Rags- 
dale, of Tientsin, dated March 11: 

The newspapers state that an organization has been formed at 
Kirin to arrange for the opening of the provincial cap'tal to foreign 
trade. The regulations under which the city will be opened are as 
follows: 

1. This city is open to trade in the interest of China. The man- 
agement of local affa'rs, police work, and general administration will 
remain in the hands of the officials, while the promotion of trade and 
the encouragement of industries will be the duty of the merchants. 

2. _This port is opened by China voluntarily, and all matters in 
connection with defense, administrat’on, and the advancement of trade

shall not be ssaatieneh with by the ‘iene, Any foreign merchant 
who comes here for trade must, however, be received with politeness, 
but the foreigners will not be allowed to trade beyond the conces- 
sion, and they are subject to the taxes levied in the port. 

3. Certain land in the port may be leased to Chinese and foreign 
merchants alike, and the period of lease is forty years. After that. 
the lease may be renewed or discontinued subject to the decision of 
the Government. 

4. The leasable land lies outside of the eastern gate of Lien- 
huapao. The organization may buy this from the owner and then 
lease the land to Chinese or foreign merchants. With the exception 
of that which is to be made into public roads, the land will be divided 
into three classes and leased in fangs. 

5. The expenses of the port will be raised by means of taxation, 
for which the regulations w:ll be the same as those in force in Tien- 
tsin. Both Chinese and foreign merchants are subject to this taxa- 
tion, while the duty on foreign goods will be collected according to 
a stipulated tariff. 


6. With the except’on of judicial affairs, all matters are to be 
under the management of this organization, which is a body of mer- 
chants under the direction of an official director. The members or 
shareholders of this organization have the right to vote for a board 
of managers and control the capital. The managers are to look after 
the interest of trade. Besides there are other officers who are to 
attend to the affairs of the organization. 

Kirin is the capital of one of the provinces of Manchuria and the 
center of one of the finest agricultural districts in China. 


Fruit-Preserving Industry in the Crimea. 


Consul-General Hugh Pitcairn, of Hamburg, writes that, according to 
the Provianteur, an industry has in recent years developed in the Crimea, 
the object of which is to preserve the rich fruit and vegetable supplies of 
Southern Russia, chiefly for consumption in the northern regions of that 
Empire. The chief branch of that industry is the manufacture of sun- 
dried fruit; it further embraces the manufacture of grape marmalades in 
cans and glasses, Of the latter article one factory alone is said to have a 
yearly output of approximately 400,000 cans. Other specialties are purees, 
stewed fruit, comfits, etc. The present annual output of four factories 
alone is estimated to be valued at about $250,000. It is believed that this 
industry will develop further, and that it will remain capable of meeting 
competition, particularly foreign, because of the low costs of production.

Tomatoes.—Buying of tomatoes has been quite heavy this week. 
Orders are coming in freely from all sections and the result is a very much 
healthier market. Tomatoes are wanted, and it looks as though there will be 
some excellent buying right along between now and the packing season. 

Future Tomatoes.—We report a very much better market on futures 
this week. This is true both of the demand and of the general market con- 
ditions. 

Small Fruits.—The demand for future small fruits this week has taken 
quite a big boost. 

Peas.—The near approach of the pea packing season seems to increase 
interest in this line. Packers, however, are not quoting very freely. 

Oysters.—Oysters are rapidly cleaning up in Baltimore, and we have 
been compelled to advance prices considerably. There are practically no 
8-ounce or 10-ounce oysters left. In fact, the stock of all sizes of oysters, 
we believe, is lighter than we have known it for years. 

Corn.—There is steady sale for cheap corn. 

Whole grain corn is scarce and showing a decided upward tendency. 
It is a difficult matter to buy any good standard Harford county corn at 55c. 
per dozen. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market is in very much better shape and has 
practically reached Soc. per dozen. 

Sauerkraut.—The market is stronger. 

Pears.—We note quite an improvement in the demand for cheap pears 
and a number of low-priced lots have been cleaned out. Pears have been 
quietly selling and stocks have been very much reduced. 

Peaches.—Stocks of all kinds are very light.

Dear Sirs.—On a ‘‘frost scare ’’ the week opened stronger and higher 
for tomatoes, for both spot and future deliveries, and it looked like a boom 
in prices was on, especially for spot goods. The jobbers, apparently, do 
not share in the enthusiasm to the extcnt of paying a higher price for spot 
tomatoes, for, instead of an increasing demand, the week closed easy under 
a light reqnest for prompt shipment. What the market may develop in 
the near future remains to be seen. 


For future delivery the tomato market continues strong and the char- 
acter of the buying is of the best. The unfavorable weather conditions 
kave at last, it is to be hoped, given way to seasonable weather, and a 
couple of weeks of warm, sunny conditions may result in regaining to a 
large extent the time lost through the backwardness of the season, but we 
are not out of the woods yet. Future tomatoes look like a safe purchase. 

New pineapples are beginning to arrive, the first large cargo came yes- 
terday and the canning season for 1907 is now on. The crop news to date 
is all unfavorable from the Bahamas, Cuba and Florida. Business in new 
pines is active. Strawberries follow shortly, and it is reported the crop has 
been shortened by the recent frost. The demand for the new pack is ex- 
cellent. Other berries and cherries come along in June. All old stocks of 
small fruits are sold out nearly. 

In new vegetables, spinach is scarcer and advancing. Peas will com- 
mence next week, and already there is a large demand for quick shipment, 
especially of seconds and standards; samples ready when wanted. New . 
string beans are ten days late and reported to be badly hurt by the heavy 
frost. Spot string beans are entirely sold out, having advanced from 7oc. 
to 85c this week. 

The market was active all the week in spot goods and the already light 
stocks were much reduced. Gallon apples jumped from $2.00 to $2.25 and 
the other articles scored advances in line with our previous reports. Cove

At the Buffalo Convention Dr. Wiley, the well-known authority of pure 
food, made the following assertion: ‘‘In the manufacture of food pro- 
ducts, anything used which may tend to cheapen the value of said products 
will be looked upon as an adulteration by the Department.’’ It is, there- 
fore, evidently contrary to the intention of the law to use anything in the 
preparation of a food product with an idea of cheapening without so stating 
on the label. Just what effect this will have on second and off-standard 
tomatoes is worth serious consideration not only among packers, but job- 
bers and retailers as well. ‘‘ Stop, look and listen”’ should be the finger- 
board. Does the consumer wish to purchase a can of tomatoes bearing 
the packer’s statement on the label that ‘“‘this can contains tomatoes and 
water?’ Since the tomato is 95% water, will it not be an easy matter to 
determine an added percentage of, say 25% to 30% aqua pura; will not such 
productions remain on retailers’ shelves, in warehouses or die aborning at

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the packer’s factory? For those who have been dealing in this deceptive 
article, would it not be well to utter a word of warning lest the evil day 
come as a thief in the night and prospective profits be insufficient to pay 
the fines which are almost sure to be imposed, if second tomatoes continue 
to be packed, openly offered and sold as freely as the pure, unadulterated 
article? The rock can be a great advantage to mankind if used to advant- 
age; otherwise, it can be a death-dealing instrument if used with murderous 
intent. Beware of the rocks! In this instance, the rock comes from water 
as well as water from the rocks. Do not be the rocker of tomatoes or the 
boat ! 

Spot Tomatoes.—There has been an active demand for spot 3s toma- 
toes at 85c. during the past week for goods up to the mark in quality and 
some have shown a disposition to pay more for brands of well-known worth, 
but buyers affirm they are offered such trades in goods of packing prior to 
1906 that they are not justified in paying any advance for more recent 
packing and yet the wires have been working overtime whenever good, 
well-wintered and reliable brands have been offered at the inside figure, 
which makes one think there must be a ‘‘ nigger in the wood pile’’ so far 
as these so-called ‘‘old goods’’ are concerned, and that perhaps, after all, 
they are not such desirable trades. Be this as it may, if the trade could be 
reassured as to the disposition of present holders, there would be a better 


feeling in the market, for undoubtedly the holdings are exceedingly light 
in first hands, be the goods old or new. Yet the buyer hesitates, balks and 


refuses the leap, and why, simply lack of confidence and perhaps the dis- 
position to try to buy the new at the price of the old; if old spot. goods are 
worth 85c., those of 1906 packing are surely worth 2c. to 5c. per dozen 
more, and yet our jobbing friends are loath to own the coin and pay the 
price. With us 85c. is a thing of the past on 3s spot tomatoes and at 87%c. 
we have only a limited quantity to offer, so wire your orders quick. 

Future Tomatoes—Tomatoes vs. Wheat.—In the wheat pits for the last 
week or more the bulls and bears have all been yelling like mad and the 
bears have almost been drowned out by the rush and onslaught by the bulls, 
with their wild yells of late spring,” ‘‘ cold weather,” ‘‘ poor crop,”’ “$1.00 
wheat.’ If this be true regarding wheat, what about tomatoes? One 
might think they would be lost in the shuffle, but not so; they will yet 
bear watching. Many growers are even now at this late date having to 
resow seed, others are so discouraged that they are considering giving up 
the crop for this year and planting corn instead, which is now commanding 
such good prices and of which many have stood in sore need this past 
winter, and there is a general cry of poor, sickly plants due to the excep- 
tionally cold weather and late spring. As the child is father to the man, so 


is the plant father to the crop, and with such poor beginnings, what may 
the end be? The love apple was ever deceptive, and often eludes the grasp 
of the most vigilant and ‘‘ you watch him” should be the motto of every- 
one interested in the tomato game, and even the most watchful often look 
back upon their mistakes and misjudgments and the sad havoc they have 
wrought, and with 4 deep sigh only exclaim, “It might have been.” 
There is no question the season must be late; some shrewd buyers are 
already beginning to take notice and are sending in inquiries for good- 
sized blocks, which have given a much firmer feeling to the market, and 
some of those who formerly held aloof are now glad to buy at 82%c. for 
good standard goods of reliable packing, and if conditions continue unfa- 
vorable, there may be another story later. 


Spot Corn.—Spot Maine style corn of good, reliable packing that will 
conform to the National Pure Food Law seems to be attracting more ‘atten- 
tion and prices seems to be ruling somewhat firmer. Fifry cents seems to 
be about as high as buyers seem willing to go for corn of Southern pack- 
ing, many being unwilling to even meet this price on account of the cheap 
corn being offered at a lower range of prices, but the stocks of this cheaper 
article seem to be dwindling, so that more seem willing to consider the bet- 
ter and higher-priced grades. 

Spot Shoepeg Corn remains unchanged since our last quotations, but 
stocks of this grade in first hands are so light that at present prices ranging 
from 57 'sc. to 7oc., as to grade, some attractive lots might be secured which 
should prove a desirable purchase. 


Future Corn.—Southern Maine style corn for future delivery seems to 
command but little attention on account of pressure to sell spot holdings, 
but the season continues so late, and in many sections so wet, that many 
packers seem inclined to think that dry weather will be sure to follow later 
in the season, perhaps to the detriment of the growing crop, and fearing 
unfavorable conditions later, seem unwilling to force sales, which are now 
ranging on basis of from 57 %c. to 60c., which affords a very small range of 
profit, preferring to take their chances of better prices later when the yield 
will be more assured. 

Future Shoepeg Corn seems to be attracting more attention, but prices 
are ruling about the same; however, the producers of this grade have for 
the most part sold all they are inclined to offer just now, preferring to await 
later developments as to crop conditions. Prices are ranging from 62'%c. to 
774¢. f. o. b., as to grade and brand, but should anything befall the crop 
later, the buyer at these prices would indeed be a lucky man.

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PENNSYLVANIA PURE FOOD LAW PASSED. 


The long harrangue in the Pennsylvania State Legislature over 
the proposed Pure Food Law for that State has been brought to a 
finish, and a form of law passed by both Senate and House and 
signed by the Governor. We give herewith the full tent of this 
law, although we previously published a form of this bill. This was 
changed considerably, the following form being official. The only 
feature of particular interest, as differing from the National Law 
upon which it is based, is that the retailer has full redress if he 
can show a guarantee. 

The Law follows: 

An Act for the protection of public health by prohibiting the manu- 
facture, sale, offering for sale or having in possession with intent 
to sell within the State of adulterated, misbranded, poisonous or 
delecterious foods and confections, regulating the enforcement 
of the provisions hereof, providing for the protection of persons 
buying and selling adulterated or misbranded foods and con- 
fections under a guaranty, and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of tne same, That 
it shall be unlawful for any person within this State to manufacture, 
sell, offer for sale or have in possession with intent to sell any 
article of food which is adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act. 

Sec. 2. That the Dairy and Food Comm'ssioner of the State 
shall be charged with the enforcement of the provisions of this act, 
and for the purpose of its enforcement shall be empowered to em- 
ploy such assistants, agents, chemists, attorneys, clerks and experts 
as he may deem necessary. The examinations of the articles pur- 
chased or procured shall be made by the chemists appointed by 
the said Dairy and Food Commissioner for the purpese of deter- 
mining from such examinations whether such articles are adulter- 
ated or misbranded within the meaning of this act and if it shall 
appear from any such examination that any of such samples is 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this act the 
Dairy and Food Commissoner shall cause notice thereof to be 
given to the person from whom such sample was obtained, and in 
case such person shall produce a guarantee in writing, then notice 


shall be given to the guarantor if it appear that any of the provisions 
of this act have been violated by such person, then the Dairy and 
Food Commissioner shall begin an action against the said person 
for the enforcement of the penalty or penalties prescribed by this 
act. 

Sec. 3. The Dairy and Food Commissioner shall make uniform. 
rules and regulations under and subject to which the provisions of 
this ‘act shall be enforced, and such rules and regulations’ shall, 
where practicable, conform to and be the same as the rules and 
regulations adopted from time to time for the enforcement of the 
Act of Congress approved June 30, 1906, and known as “The Food 
and Drugs Act.” Such rules and regulations to be published from 
time to time in bulletins to be issued by the department. 

Sec. 4. The term “food” as used herein shall include all articles 
used for food, confectionery or condiment by man, whether simple, 
mixed or compound, and all substances or ingredients intended for 
use in food, confectionery or condiments as above defined except 
as hereinafter excepted. 

The term “person” as used in this act shall include individuals, 
firms, co-partnerships, unincorporated associations and bodies cor- 
porate as well as all officers, agents, employees or others acting for 
any of the same, and shall be taken as apply:ng in the singular or 
plural, as the case may require. 

Sec. 5. That for the purpose of this act an article shall be 
deemed to be adulterated:— 

In the case of food— 

First. If any substance has been mixed and packed with it so 
as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength. 

Second. If any substance has been substituted wholly or in part 
for the article. 

Third. If any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly 
or in part abstracted. 

Fourth. If it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated or stained in 
a manner whereby damage or inferiority is concealed. 

Fifth. If it contains any added substance or ingredient which 
is poisonous or injur‘ous to health; provided, however, that no ac- 
tion shall be brought or sustained for violation of the provisions of 
this section when the article alleged to be adulterated is not adul- 
terated within the meaning of the provisions of the “Food and 
Drugs Act” of June 30, 1906, enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representat:ves of the United States of America in Congress as-

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sembled and the rules and regulations promulgated from time to 
time for the enforcement of the same; and provided further, that 
when in the preparation of food products for shipment they are 
preserved by any external application applied in such manner that 
the preservative is necessarily removed mechanically or by macera- 
tion in water or otherwise and directions for the removal of said 
preservative shall be printed on the covering of the package, the 
provisions of this act shall be construed as applying only when said 
products are ready for consumption. 

Sixth. If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed 
or putrid an‘mal, fish or vegetable substance or any portion of an 
animal or fish unfit for food, whether manufactured or not, or if 
it be the product of a deceased animal or fish or an animal that has 
died otherwise than by slaughter. 

In the case of confectionery— 


First. If it contain terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow or 
other mineral substance or poisonous color or flavor or other in- 
gredient deleterious or detrimental to health or any vinous, malt 
or spirituous liquor or compound or narcotic drug; provided, that 
this paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit the use of harm- 
less colors of any kind when used for coloring and not for fraud- 
ulent purposes. 

Sec. 6. That the term “misbranded” as used herein shall apply 
to all articles of food or articles which enter into the composition 
of food the package or label of which shall bear any statement, de- 
sign or device regarding such article or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein which shall be false or misleading in any particular 
and to any food product which ‘s falsely branded as to the State, 
Territory or country in which it is manufactured or produced. 

That for the purpose of this act an article shall also be deemed 
to be misbranded:— 

In the case of food— 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the 
distinctive name of another article. 

Second. If it is labeled or branded so as to deceive or mislead 
the purchaser or purport to be a foreign product when not so, 
or if the contents of the package as originally put up shall have been 
removed in whole or in part and other contents shall have been 
placed in such package. 

Third. If in package form and the contents are stated in terms 


of weight or measure they are not plainly and correctly stated on the 
outside of the package. 

Fourth. If the package containing it or its label shall bear any 
statement, design or device regarding the ingredients or the sub- 
stances contained therein which statement, design or device shall 
be false or misleading in any particular; provided, that an article of 
food which does not contain any added poisonous or deleterous in- 
gredients shall not be deemed to be adulterated or misbranded in 
the, following cases :— 


First. In the case of mixtures or compounds which may be now 
or from time to time hereafter known as articles of food under 
their own distinctive names and not an imitation of or offered for sale 
under the distinctive name of another article if the same be ac- 
companied on the same label or brand with a statement of the 
place where said article has been manufactured or produced. 


Second. In the case of articles labeled, branded or tagged so as 
to plainly indicate that they are compounds, imitations or blends 
and the word “compound,” “imitation” or “blend,” as the case may 
be, is plainly stated on the package in which it is offered for sale; 
provided, that the term “blend” as used herein shall be construed to 
mean a mixture of like substance, not excluding harmless coloring 
or flavoring ingredients used for the purpose of coloring and flavor- 
ing only; and provided further, that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as requiring or compelling proprietors or manufacturers of 
proprietary goods which contain no unwholesome added ingredients 
to disclose their trade formulae except in so far as the provisions of 
this act may require to secure freedom from adulteration or mis- 
branding. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the Dairy and Food Commissioner or his 
agents shall obtain an article for the purpose of determining whether 
or not the same is adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this act, two like samples shall be obtained where the article is 
in the original package, or if not in the original package then two 
portions shall be obtained and each of the portions sealed. One 
of the said samples shall be delivered to the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner and by him preserved in the condition in which it was ob- 
tained and under the seal placed thereon by the agent procuring 
the same and shall remain in the custody and possession of the 
Dairy and Food Commissioner until such time as it shall be de-

ADVANCE YOUR PRICES. 


The spring season just going by has, in general throughout 
the country, worked a revolution in the prices of nearly all 
things throughout the United States. So great has been this 
change and so widespread, that it virtually affects the values of 
all kinds of merchandise, and the products of our canning fact- 
ories are affected comparatively in the same way. As is gener- 
ally recognized, it is always more difficult to advance the price 
of anything than it is to depress it, and we are well aware the 
jobbers and wholesale grocers are very difficult to affect in this 
manner. 

Because they have sold an article at one price, they never 
again wish to see it go beyond that price; it must seem to them 
demoralizing trade management, but for the same reason and in 
the same way, when an advance is once conceded by them, they 
take a new position and work on the new rates. 

Twenty-five to thirty-five years ago it was an understood 
thing, for instance, that tomatoes were worth $1.25 per dozen; 
that was the lowest price to which they had fallen up to that 
time; but there had been coming into being various classes of 
machinery and other causes for cheap prices, among other things 
the increase in the number of canneries, and the competition of 
canneries to take possession of the market, the natural result of 
which was to cause all men in the business to use the greatest 
acumen and new presentation of methods to secure the goods at 
lower rates. And so the price finally took a tumble to below 


$1.00 and later on down to 80c., which has of late years been 
the ruling quotation for such goods. 

But a general advance in the prices of all things in America 
showed an opportunity for once more getting back to higher 
rates. We make this remark because it is easier to get prices 
down than to get prices up, as we have said, and it is, therefore, 
the part of business reason in any line of business to take advant- 
age of general improvements to ivcrease prices. Because it 
matters not how low they may come, they will still go lower in 
the future; therefore, everyone is justified in keeping prices up 
whilst he can. To those who are in the counting-house it 
must be a matter of observation that the jobber is always.seek- 
ing to get things lower, no matter how low the price; when he 
buys goods he wants a little shade taken off the value, and it 
can be reckon<d as certain that he will accomplish his end finally. 


The condition of things in the canned goods line, in fact, 
in all lines of the canned goods trade, is such as to assist 
towards an advance in the goods. ‘There is no reason why the 
farmers, boxmakers, label printers and every other organ of the 
trade would not also get their advance in their rates as well as 


the broker, the jobber and the wholesaler. 

We are led to these remarks by a comment of our New York 
contributor in last week’s letter, who calls attention to the fact 
that Baltimore city is the only place where the producers of 
canned goods were inclined to take the lowest quotations that 
are being offered. As a rule, it is the country packer away 
from the city who is most inclined to cut prices; but that is just 
because he goes along on no line and does not sufficiently study 
general conditions. It is true, the farmer working in his fields 
and conversing with his neighbor, can get more accurate inform- 
ation of local conditions of crops; he feels in himself as good a 
sample of what it costs to plant peas, to raise small fruits of all 
kinds, to gather and ship apples, and he, in his mind, keeps 
almost an exaggerated sense of the evils of competition. His 
commission merchant has no mercy on him, as a rule, and he is, 
therefore, inclined to judge from his own misfortunes that all 
the country is suffering likewise. But ours is now a wide 
country, wide in the sense of being vastly cultivated, and 
whether it be natural fruits or imported articles, there is scarcely 
any portion of our population that does not both contribute and 
consume in every line. But the first-hand buyer, as the man at 
the cannery, must be acquainted with the nature of the demand, 
as well as the peculiarity of the supply. When the market is 
overstocked in his locality, he should be able to discriminate by 
knowing when it is in lack of supply and take advantage of the 
favors that come to him, whilst he stands at another time the 
losses that circumstances compel upon him. 


In this case, take the seasonable goods at present. The 
packing of pineapples has just begun, the expected crop is not 
heavy, the carryover supply is very light, the competition be- 
tween packers of pineapples is not fierce, and Florida and the 
Bahamas are not pushing their goods upon the market. In 
other words, pineapples in cans are what the whole country 
depends upon for nearly a year. The local natural supply does 
not come into competition much with it, and thus all points of 
the market and the situation are in favor of the man who is put- 
ting the goods into the cans. It is natural, therefore, that the 
price should be a little higher than has been normally the case 
in other years, and the managers in the counting-houses should 
be aware of these facts. 

The same is true, to a wider extent, of peas. It is some 
years since we have noticed the pea situation in as good a posi- 
tion as it is at present. In the first place, peas are considerably 
behind time on account of climatic conditions. The pea can- 
neries are rather less in supply than they have been, because the 
poor results of the past two or three years have forced a number 
of them, especially in the Northwest, to the conclusion that 
there is not as much money in pea packing as they thought. 
The requirements of the Pure Food Law are also more drastic 
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than they have been in other years; and good pea packing is one 
of the most difficult of all the lines of the canned goods trade. 
Then, again, this season there has been very great ill luck with 
the farmers in the pea growing. The first seed that was early 
planted and came up has been nipped by the frost; much of the 
other seed has rotted in the ground, and only the later plant- 
ings are giving favorable returns. Here, then, the farmer can- 
not afford to sell peas at the prices of last year or of a number of 
years past. As the packer finds he has to pay higher prices, he 
will have to charge higher prices; but there is no oversupply of 
stock on hand which would prevent his obtaining proper results. 
Canned peas have virtually driven the green article from the 
market, and the demand for this article in cans is setting in 
heavily. Thus peas join pineapples in the readiness for an 
advance. 

Small fruits are also in a position to take the public fancy. 
In any line we look at in these small fruits, the crop season is 
more than a month late, and though it may probably develop 
into a large supply, the public palate has not been pleased by 
the spring arrival of these goods, and there should be and will 
be greater demand for these goods in tin this year than has been 
known for many years. There is nothing to prevent an advance 
in all lines of canned goods except the pessissism of the packers. 
His lack of stamina is the greatest evil at present to his goods, 
and a little firmness will improve the whole market. 

Also in peaches, corn and tomatoes this will be the case 
during the coming summer. We do not remember whenever 
there was a season, at least for a number of years, when all 
things converged more favorably to the packing industry, and 
the people will not be able to complain of having to pay higher 
prices when the Government has demanded higher quality for 
all these goods. We say to the canner in his counting-house; 
Watch the market and do not fear the bearishness of the buyer, 
for the market is all in your favor. 


Editorial Jotting. 


‘It was characteristic of the daily press to let so fine a chance for a 
Sunday ‘special’ go by with the neglect to take advantage of the invita- 
tion to the Callahan canned goods lunch,”’ says Editor Small in Zhe Mer- 
chants’ Review, and then continues: ‘‘The enterprise and perspicacity of 
the daily press are not what they are assumed to be, but how many news- 
paper men know anything of Appert or the history of canned goods? It 
was also characteristic of the daily press tosow a wind and leave certain 
victims to the tender mercies of the whirlwind. They slandered canned 
goods, and then would not attend the trial to prove the innocence of 
canned goods.”’ 

Right you are, Brother Small. Let this good work go on, and let 
every canned goods packer in the counrry get into his local paper with the 
true story of canned goods. Now is the time, for the reaction is setting in 
and the industry owes it to itself to do this. Let the jobber, the retailer 
and everyone else interested in canned goods join in this crusade to right 
the wrong, for in benefiting canned goods, they will be benefiting them- 
selves. The daily papers and magazines are gradually taking this up. We 
notice a very good article on salmon canning in the Saturday Evening Post. 
It is a good one—we want more of them. THE TRADE has been singing 
this solo many years. Now we want a full chorus.

Look For An Average Pack. 


Canastota, N. Y., May 20th, 1907. 
THE TRADE: The crops in which we are interested are not far enough 
advanced to base an estimate, but about the same amount of acreage has 
been put into peas, corn, beans, beets and pumpkin, the articles we pack, 
and all of which we contract for by the ton. This year we are paying 6oc. 
per 100 lbs. for corn; $2.25 for peas; $2.00 to $4.00 per Ioo lbs. for beans, 
and the same for pumpkin. Labor with us is scarce and wages high.

Tomato Acreage Same, Corn Less. 


PERRYMAN, MD., May 18th, 1907. 

THE TRADE: It is most too early to talk about the probable yield of 
the two crops in which we are interested, corn and tomatoes. We know, 
however, that the tomato acreage is no larger than it was last year in our 
respective sections of Maryland and Delaware, and the corn acreage will be 
considerably less in Maryland. There is no corn raised in the Delaware 
section, viz.: Lincoln City and Stockley. 

Remember the acreage was prettly large last year on tomatoes, and 
counting every new man in the tomato raising business in place of the dis- 
satisfied ones who dropped out, all things being equal, the acreage will be 


about the same. We have had no trouble to get our desired acreage and 
are paying the same prices as we did last last year, namely, 25c. per bushel, 
or $8.50 per ton. Because of the late spring and too much moisture, there 
will be a decrease in the yield per acre, which usually runs about 300 
bushels, or 3600 cans to the acre. Labor, however, is very scarce and inde- 
pendent; but we look forward to aseason about the same as last year, should 
the weather be more favorable.

The season is very late and backward 
and the prospects are poor for corn. Peas we expect to see about the same 
as last year with favorable weather, but corn will not amount to more than 
25% of a full crop. There is one new corn cannery and one new pea can- 

ning factory, but we believe all packers are reducing on corn.

degrees for the past week, and during the night nearly freezing. While 
visiting a few of our growers yesterday, we found the existence of a wide 
range of conditions. Some very late, being only 2 or 3 inches high, while 
others were in blossom. On May 11th we experienced a frost that injured 
plants in cold frames to such an extent that it required the replanting of 
some. Last night (May 20th), we had a hard frost, but have not yet been 
able to communicate with our growers as to what damage was done. There 
will be very few plants set in the open field before June ist, as with the 
present unsettled weather conditions it woyld be very hazardous. 

Besides tomatoes, we also pack pumpkin, for both of which we contract 
bythe ton. With frosts every night it is very hard to tell what the outcome 
will be, but a normal yield of tomatoes in this section is about 200 bushels, 
or 3,000 cans to the acre. The usual acreage was counted on, the growers 
asking $9.00 per ton for them.

THE TRADE: The unseasonable weather has retarded the growth of 
tomato plants; in fact, the seed was sown two weeks late, and should the 
growers run short of plants, they will put in other crops instead of paying 
high prices for tomato plants. So the writer has been informed by several 
growers of tomatoes. There are no new factories in our section. 

The writer is moving the canning department of the Delaware City 
plant to Forrest, Del., where tomatoes alone will be canned this season, 
though the plant will be equipped for the general canning business. 

The regular pack of this season is corn and tomatoes, which are grown on 
contract and paid for bythe ton; but the yieid of tomatoes has been decreas- 
ing in the past six years, and now amounts to from 5 to 6 tons per acre. 
As a consequence the growers are demanding from $8.00 to $9.50 per ton 
this year. Under favorable conditions we believe the acreage will be about 
the same as last year in extent. Yours truly, C. W. PANCOAST. 


Peas Are Looking Well. 


BRIDGEVILLE, DEL., May 18th, 1907. 
THE TRADE: Peas are looking well in this section, though the acreage 
is but normal, no larger than last season. It is really too early to speak of 
the crops handled, which include corn, tomatoes, berries, peaches, pumpkin 
and squash. We grow about half the crops we use and contract for the 
balance. Peas are bought by the pound hulled, and for tomatoes we are 
paying from $8.00 to $9.00 per ton. We have the usual complaint to make 
regarding labor; it is scarce.

NEW FRENCH PEA PRICES MADE AND WITHDRAWN. 


Advices from France report the situation as to French peas 
extremely firm and strong, mainly because of short crop prospects. 

New prices on French peas were named about a week ago and 
almost immediately withdrawn. The prices were in the beginning 
from 75 cents to $1 above last year. As an indication of the line, 
$15 per case was quoted on extra fins, $13 on fins, and $10.75 on 
Moyens. As stated, these were very shortly withdrawn, and at the 
present writ'ng there is practically no quotation. It seems inevitable 
that when prices are named again they will be above even the high 
opening figures. 

Selgian peas, which sell to a great extent in competition with 
the French, are also very high and firm. Prices on these have been 
withdrawn also. They opened at $9.75 for Moyens, $11 for fins and 
$13 for extra fins tins. Prices now show an advance of about $1 per 
case. 

French canned mushrooms are now on the highest point reached 
in, years. The present quotation is $22.50 per case, which is $10 above 
normal.—Grocery World.

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RAILROADS REPORT PEACHEL POOR IN GEORGIA. 


Mr. E. G. Davis, commercial agent of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis Railroad, has been making extensive investigations 
into the condition of the growing peach crop in Georgia. In this 
report he says: 

“I quote below reports received from our agents at various points 
in Georgia, regarding damage to peach crop by recent cold spell. 
These reports indicate that the movement of peaches from that sec- 
tion th’s season will be rather light. However, if you should order 
any out when the shipping season commences, I hope you will not 
forget that the N., C. & St. L. can offer about the best time and 
service that you can find into Chicago territory. 

“J. R. Peebles, T. F. A., in South Georgia, writes: Regarding 
prospective peach crop at Ft. Valley and Montezuma, Ga., growers 
say not over 200 cars at the very outside from Ft. Valley territory, 
between 700 and 800 cars moved last year. From the outlook at 
present we will get but little or nothing; suppose the east will take 
all for sale this time. 


“Agent at Cartersville, Ga., writes: Do not think there will be 
over two or three cars of peaches shipped from here this season. 

“Agent at Tilton, Ga., writes: Have advice that peach crops this 
season will be complete failure, account cold weather. 

“Agent at Adairsville reports: Imposs ble to give definite esti- 
mate on peach crop yet, as the extent of damage cannot be fully 
determined. It is variously estimated that we will ship from 50 to 
150 carloads. 

“Agent at Dalton, Ga., writes: In my opinion 40 cars would be 
a very liberal estimate for Dalton. The recent cold snap wrought 
havoc among the fruit trees of th's section, and at least one-half 
of the peach crop this year is nil. As for the apples and plums, it 
is pobable that these were all killed. 

“Agent at Acworth writes: So far as I can learn, all the 
peaches in this vicinity are killed with probably few exceptions on 
extreme high points. 


“Agent at Ringgold, Ga., writes: The fruit crop in this terri- 
tory is a total failure; so say the best authorities on the subject; but 
little if any shipments from this point. 

“Agent at Emerson, Ga., writes: It is estimated that we will 
have about one-fourth of a crop of peaches here.” 


DELAWARE STRAWBERRIES—GOOD QUALITY, 
LIMITED QUALITY. 


Mr. O. Cordrey, manager of the Laurel Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion, of Laurel, Del., speaking of the strawberry crop in his section, 
said last week: ; 

“Our strawberries’ will be the finest ever raised in our section. 
The varieties are larger and the plants have been more carefully 
cultivated and fertilized than ever before. The acreage will be 
smaller, but the quality of the stock will be superb. Our shipments 
will commence about Monday, May 20, and we think that there is 
every prospect of getting unusually good: prices, as the heaviest 
portion of the southern shipments will be out of the way before 
we get in full blast, and we will have little competition.” 

Mr. Cordrey states that his association is in very prosperous 
shape, having added about 100 members since last season, which 
brought the total membership up to 250 farmers. ‘The association 
will have about 800 acres in strawberries and will also ship black- 
berries and peaches. Mr. Cordrey predicts that the peach crop 
will be about 75 per cent of a crop. 


Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The general market tends increasingly to firmness, and several ad- 
vances seem to be in order—that is to say, an advance in several lines of 
goods. Tomatoes are growing stronger, spinach must shortly advance, ac- 
cording to all the signs, and string beans and peas look like good property. 
The former are beiug bianked in wholesale price lists, owing to inability to 
get the goods. Asparagus is another article that looks like going higher 
during 1907. Corn is quiet, but even corn promises to cost high so far as 
the fancy grades are concerned. Fruits are quiet and firm. Salmon is 
quiet. Prices of new Columbia River salmon are expected to open high, 
owing to the poor prospects of the fishing. The weather is affecting calcu- 
lations of packers and wholesalers.—Merchants’ Review.

The market for spot tomatoes is strong. Some holders are asking 2%c. 
advance, but as long as others will sell at the old prices, the market can 
scarcely be said to have advanced.

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as stocks are low and the current demand very good. Futures are un- 
changed, though the demand is better. Corn is unquestionably stronger, 
due to the steady absorption of lower grades. Some grades have advanced 
2'sc., and the entire market shows a higher tone. Stocks of low-grade 
peas are scarce, and anything at all good brings $1 05, which is 25 to 30% 
above normal. The prospects for the new pack are hardly determinable as 
yet. The season will be late beyond a doubt, but the vines seem healthy, 
and the average pack may after all be reached. Second yellow ‘peaches, 
Eastern pack, are scarce and have advanced 5c. to 74c. Pies are scarce 
and strong. Apples are strong at an advance for New York State gallons 
of 15c. to 25c. The Baltimore small line shows no change. The California 
line is growing somewhat, as various lines are cleaning up.—Gyvocery 
World. 
Chicago. 

All lines of canned fruits and vegetables are firmer this week. The 
stronger feeling has grown out of the backwardness of the season. Crops 
of fruits of all descriptions have been held back and heavily damaged in 
some sections by the cold weather, and the season for peas and toma- 
toes has been retarded from one to two weeks by the unseasonable, 
low temperature. The reports on the crops have been most discour- 
aging of late and have been so persistent that buyers have come 
into the market and the general circumstances have combined to 
make the packers move prices up a few cents a dozen all along the line. 
Packers’ ideas are up more or less on both spot and future tomatoes. Spot 
tomatoes, however, are almost as good as sold ont of first hands. Spot 
corn has improved about 5c. a dozen for standard grade, and packers are 
asking from 2%c. to 5c. per dozen more for 1907 packing corn. The out- 
look for the Wisconsin pea crop seems poor at this time. It certainly is 
backward and the effect of this may be to reduce the pack somewhat. 
Canned fruits are in better demand for all descriptions and the market 
firmer. A good call has come from the grocery trade for peaches and the 
lightness of the stocks makes the market stronger. All kinds of berries, 
etc., are firmer, with small stocks. The market for salmon is very firm on 
the small spot stocks left in packers’ hands. A report states that the 
Columbia River salmon pack has all been sold in advance. Red Alaska 
salmon and sockeyes are very hrm here.—Grocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 

Tomatoes continue to show more strength, without any marked in- 
crease in price. The Eastern market is decidedly stronger and the small 
stocks in the hands of the retailers is a pretty sure indication that there 


will be a demand for new goods from jobbers’ warehouses before the new 
crop will be available. Some jobbers are making leaders of tomatoes, as 
being a staple in good demand, but most of the wholesalers are not urging 
their salesmen to push them at the present time. About $1.10 is a fair 
average for the bills which are going out these days. Peas drill along in 
the same old rut, with prospects of the future crop being so late that there 
will be a scramble before the new pack comes to market. Corn has hesi- 
tated during the week, though Eastern brokers insist that there will surely 
be a shortage in goods which will stand inspection long before the pack is 
available.— The Jnterstate Grocer and General Country Merchant. 
London, England. 

Salmon .—Alaska remains very firm, and the tendency is upwards. In 
British Columbia I-lb, talls are very scarce and sales have been made at an 
advance of Is.; 1-lb, flats are very firm. The Crown of Germany has 
brought 6,236 cases. Lobsters remain unaltered. The Halifax City has 
arrived with 631 cases. Sardines.—There is a quietly steady business doing 
at firm rates. The packers’ views are for still higher prices. The Nar- 
bonne has arrived at Liverpool with 534 cases. Meats.—The improved de- 
mand is well maintained and prices remain firm. Fruits are a strong mar- 
ket and the Crown of Germany, which has arrived with 55,161 cases, has 
not come a moment too soon, as they were badly wanted. Pineapples go 
off steadily at prices which show a firmer tendency, although they still 
remain on a low level. The Bingo Maru has brought 500 cases pineapples. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The trade for salmon continues very brisk, with a good 
demand for best quality in half-pound and one-pound flat tins. The price 
of one-pound talls is, if anything, higher than last week. One-pound 
Alaska is also in demand at last week’s prices. Sardines in good inquiry. 
Fruits.—Pineapples.—Sellers report that the demand from the distributors 
has been exceptionally good for some little time, and altogether large 
quantities have been sold to the country. Circumstances prevailing in 
connection with the sale of canned pineapples are exceptional, and a very 
large demand is anticipated. Good market business has been done, spot 
and to arrive, and quotations for both positions have advanced and the 
higher prices have been made. The Moyune has arrived with 7,967 cases 
on board. Peaches continue exceedingly dear and scarce. Apricots are 
fast becoming cleared out, and higher prices are being made. Pears are 
steady at late rates, Tomatoes.—There is a good deal of business being 
done for the new pack at about the prices that were ruling last season.— 
Grocers’ Gazette,

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, III., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: ; 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and s/- 
phur is set free. ‘This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely.

No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
van after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case. of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age 4o a Limit.
